crimes committed in connection with 
strong drink. 
The interest of most who used to 
be concerned about abstinence and 
temperance has turned toward en­ 
forcement. 
Many of the most ac­ 
tive leaders in the cause of prohibi­ 
tion seem no longer to be worried 
about education. 
In these 10 years 
not many sermons have been preach­ 
ed concerning drinking, except about 
enforcement. 
Moral leaders turned 
to be policemen and detectives, and 
some of them got drunk. 
As a conse­ 
quence the law has not worked quite 
as well as many of us would like to 
see it work. 
But the saloon lias gone and our 
children are no longer exposed to it. 
The home bars seem to be their 
greatest menace now. 
If, therefore, 
our children grow up to be drunk­ 
ards, we are more responsible 
for 
their destruction than we were 10 
years ago. 
Of course, 
we 
cannot 
control the parents of our children’s 
playmates. 


We can, however, set good models 
in our own homes. 
To me, drink­ 
ing is no problem. 
I 
never 
have 
used the stuff. 
The parents of my 
children’s playmates do not use it so 
far as I know, 
A good many other parents do not 
serve liquor in their homes nor use 
it elsewhere. But it seems that many 
do and do so writh good conscience. 
If they make it in their homes for 
their own use. they do not violate 
the letter of the law. 
But they do 
violate the spirit of the law. 
Their 


I guess it is none of my business 
what you do in your home, or what 
examples you set before your chil­ 
dren. 
Nevertheless, 
if 
you 
are 
concerned that your children shall 
be lawabiding and 
shall 
learn 
to 
respect law and order you will make 
a big contribution to this end if they 
learn day by day at home that you 
are wholly back of both the spirit 
and the letter of the prohibition law. 
We hear a good deal about 
the 
drinking by high school and college 
boys and girls. A good many of them 
are only imitating their parents. At 
the big college football games it ap­ 
parently is the alumni who have been 
out of school several years, many of 
whom are rearing families, who are 
doing most of the drinking to and 
from the games and on the campus. 
At a certain old eastern institution 
it is said that an effort by a relig­ 
ious organization was made to induce 
the students to sign a pledge to quit 
drinking. 
It is alleged that many 
signed it with the reservation 
that 
they would expect to drink some at 
their home parties at Christmas time, 
with their parents. 


I don’t have much iaith in more 
stringent laws. 
We 
must develop 
more good individual citizens 
who 
will abstain and boycott the boot­ 
legger. 
By and by we might then hope to 
have enough abstainers to make the 
prohibition law effective. 
Let’s not bother much about those 
who have no children; let us even 
have less concern about other 
par­ 
ents. But let us parents set the pace 
ourselves if we really care for the 
welfare of our children.

C h icago’s L ocal G o v ern m en t 
Is Forecasted 
.1 
(international News Service) 
CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—Complete fin­ 
ancial collapse of Chicago's local gov­ 
ernment is only a matter of days, ac­ 
cording to a report placed before the 
city today by Silas H. Strawn, chair­ 
man of the Citizen's committee. 
Chicago’s situation is “critically des­ 
perate’’, the emergency group reported 
today following a frantic three day 
search for some means to forestall 
the financial crisis facing the citv, 
county and school board. 
Bankers have refused assistance, 
and the situation, stated briefly by 
Attorney Strawn, is that with virtual­ 
ly $290,000,000 in debts, the local gov­ 
ernments are “flat broke’’ with3 no 
prospects 
of 
obtaining 
emergency 
cash. 


New Castle had the lowest death 
rate per population of any city in 
Pennsylvania in October, figures com­ 
piled by the Bureau of Vital Statis­ 
tics at Harrisburg, show. 
There were 50 deaths, exclusive of 
stillbirths during the month, an av­ 
erage of 9.3 per 1.000 population.

LIKE FATHER AND MOTHER 
There is still much talk about youth 
—how good or how bad it is. Finally 
we get some real authority on the 
subject. The education section of the 
American Association for the A d­ 
vancement of Science makes *a re­ 
port. 
The verdict is th a t youth to­ 
day is no better and no worse th an 
the present adult generation. 
The report, made by Prof. Lockhart, 
teacher of psychology at Drake uni­ 
versity, presents the result of a study 
of the attitude of vcuth toward law 
and law enforcem ent. He finds young 
people “do not differ greatly from 
adults in their attitude toward law.” 
If you are interested in the experi­
